College program funded for native students

A partnership between 
Niagara College and the 
Niagara Regional Native 
Centre will offer a hand up to 
a group of young people who 
could use some help. 

The aboriginal population 
in Niagara is predominantly 
young people, says Lesley 
Davis, a Native Centre devel¬ 
opment officer who worked 
with Niagara College to devel¬ 
op a program that will begin 
training young people on a 
path to becoming apprentices 
in an early childhood educa¬ 
tion program at the college’s 
Glendale campus. 

The program has been five 
years in the making, and MPP 


Kim Craitor’s announcement 
Friday of an investment of 
$242,092 from the province 
allows it to move forward. 

“We have a great number of 
youth without diplomas, high 
school or post-secondary,” 
says Davis, “and we know 
there is going to be a huge 
demand in the field of early 
childhood education. This 
program will include upgrad¬ 
ing to a high school diploma 
in preparation for the early 
childhood education appren¬ 
ticeship program.” 

Jaynane Burning-Fields, 
the executive director of the 
Native Centre, says she sees 
the partnership as the begin¬ 
ning of occupational training 
to help aboriginals develop 
the necessary skills to work in 
local trades where the market 


is greatest, including pro¬ 
grams aimed at the agricul¬ 
tural and wine industries. 

She is also working on get¬ 
ting programs in place that 
will support the students as 
they progress, such as a 
stipend to offset costs while 
they go to school—to help 
them successfully reach their 
goal. 

“Niagara College is a leader 
in training and an important 
contributor to the economic 
development of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. I'm pleased that 
they’re working with us to 
help people develop the skills 
needed to be an apprentice," 
said Craitor, who added the 
proximity of the Native 
Centre to the college campus 
makes it a perfect partner-

Glendale residents deserve 
community they were promised 


r I There was nothing new in 
I Tuesday’s discussion at the town 
X hall of residents’ problems in 
Niagara-on-the-Green resulting from stu¬ 
dent rental housing. 

S everal years ago we heard the same 
complaints. In response the town 
called a meeting which was held at 
the golf dub in the subdivision, with 
police, Niagara College and town repre¬ 


pleas for relief 

There was a flurry of activity, talk of 
looking at parking solutions and police 
promising more patrols of the neighbour¬ 
hood. Niagara College pledged to talk to 
students about being better neighbours. 

Maybe the situation improved for a 
while, maybe it didn’t—either way the ball 
was dropped by people who promised to 
help and appeared to care, but apparently 
did neither, or at least not for long. 

Now the pot has boiled over again, this 
time because a developer wants to begin 
work on a new area in the neighbour¬ 
hood, and residents are afraid another 
subdivision will bring in more students 


and further exacerbate an already bad sit¬ 
uation. 

The problem is a little larger than that, 
however. Development in NOTG will go 
ahead, and there is no clear indication 
whether larger family homes will attract 
fewer rentals than fourplexes, if rooms are 
going for $500 a pop and students are des¬ 
perate for somewhere to live. But Niagara 
College and the students who attend it are 
part of our community as well, and the 
students need somewhere to live. The 
College needs to step up, share ownership 
of this problem and be part of the solu¬ 
tion—as do the police, the town bylaw 
officers and the students. 

One NOTG resident asked councillors 
to help her have the kind of community 
they would want for their families. The 
residents deserve no less. 

This is an issue that will not disap¬ 
pear—it will only increase apace with the 
success of Niagara College. It must be 
handled as a separate and important con¬ 
cern—and not just with lip service now 
that will be forgotten when work begins 
on the next phase of building.

School board 
simply can’t 
afford DSBN 
Academy 


Low income school or 
not, the fact is the DSBN 
simply cannot afford the 
DSBN Academy. For years, 
the DSBN has not been liv¬ 
ing within its means. Now 
our school board just does 
not have the money to run 
this expensive, experimen¬ 
tal school. 

In January, the DSBN 


trustees voted to spend 
$431,000 to transport the 
first 150 school children to 
this school from all over 
the Niagara Region. That is 
$3000 per student, before 
you’ve added any of the 
special aspects of this 
school. 

To quote the June 22, 
2010 DSBN Minutes: 
"Trustee Clark reminded 
the Board that $2.6 million 
was transferred from the 
general operating reserves 
to balance the 2010-2011 
budget...and the Board will 
only be able to transfer 
funds out of the general 
operating reserves for 
another one to one and 


one-half years." 

To quote the DSBN's 
press release: "Although 
Trustees were able to use 
funds from our reserves to 
largely offset the costs of 
the funding shortfall, this 
practice is not sustainable. 
Unless a more permanent 
solution can be found, the 
Board's reserves will soon 
be depleted and Trustees 
will have to consider even 
more significant cuts," says 
Finance Committee Chair 
Dalton Clark. 

Those dollars for the 
Academy's transportation 
are coming out of the 
transportation reserves. 
Why would the DSBN do 


this when it cannot afford 
it? Why is the DSBN divert¬ 
ing education resources 
and funds away from its 
other 39,000 students in 
order to "boost" only 1.4 
per cent of its students on 
an experimental program? 
Is this responsible use of 
our tax dollars? 

The DSBN says after the 
first year, the province will 
pay for the busing, but that 
is still coming from our 
precious tax dollars. 

Empire School in 
Welland, where the DSBN 
wants to house the 
Academy, needs $690,000 
in upgrades for things such 
as roof repairs and heating. 


In fact, the DSBN voted at 
the same June 22 meeting 
to close the building as it 
was too costly to repair. 

The DSBN now says it will 
not do the work to the 
school. Is that safe or the 
right thing to do? 

The incumbents and 
staff who hid this from us 
should be removed from 
their positions. They have 
breached our trust and 
should not be allowed the 
privilege to keep represent¬ 
ing us. 

The Minister of 
Education must now step 
in and stop the abuse of 
taxpayers and children as 
experimental pawns. 


The Minister has a duty 
to save us from these 
bureaucrats who hide this 
important, contentious 
issue at election time. 

I ran in the last election 
locally and was honoured 
with 5,729 votes, but those 
were not enough to win. 

I have tried to keep out 
of the media on this issue 
for fear that my former 
candidacy would taint the 
issue.

Women fundraising for the church led to involvement in decision-making 


k Women also led 
^^co-operation 
r between 
denominations. 


In the early 19th century 
women were not expected to 
demonstrate any business 
expertise. Nor were they 
given a voice in voting pro¬ 
cedures even within the 
church environment. 

In spite of the limitations 
imposed on them by society, 
they obviously had a great 
deal of ability and generally 
found ways of developing 
that business acumen. 

As early as 1848 the 
women of St. Mark’s held a 
bazaar to complete the 
tower of the church. In the 
1850s two of the women 
decided that the next clergy¬ 
man in their parish should 
have a decent “parsonage” 
to live in. So they began 
finding ways of making

money, not for themselves 
but for the church. They dis¬ 
covered that their handi¬ 
crafts, their preserving and 
their cooking were in 
demand by others in the 
community. When the next 
Rector, William McMurray 
arrived, he noted that Mrs. 
Dickson and Mrs. Woodruff 
had been busy raising funds 
for this purpose. 

At the same time ladies 
began seconding motions in 
the church business meet¬ 
ings. It is interesting to note 
how their voice is increas¬ 
ingly found in the minutes of 
minutes from the 19th cen- 


Soon their interest spread 
to sending food and clothing 
to a variety of mission inter¬ 
ests in northern and western 
Canada. They developed 
their skills in money man¬ 
agement. When a small 
legacy was left to them, they 
rose to the challenge of 
deciding what to do with it. 
It was their decision alone. 

Interestingly it was the 
women who led the way in 
co-operation among 

denominations. The women 
of other churches in town 
began to engage in similar 
activities. When the Roman 
Catholics had a sale, the 
Protestant women pur¬ 
chased their produce. The 
co-operation developed into 
a pattern. Today, by general 
consensus, the women of St. 
Andrew’s have a Strawberry 
Festival, the women of St. 
Vincent a Peach Festival and 
the women of St. Mark’s a 
Cherry Festival. 

Last spring, on the first of 
April, people of all denomi¬ 


nations could be found in 
the Presbyterian Church 
Hall, having lunch with their 
neighbours.

Grant Koppers is living the 
life every boy dreams of—he 
has taken a hobby, a sport he

He remembers the first fish 
he caught when, as a boy of 
about eight or nine, his dad 
took him fishing at Charles 
Daley Park.

REBATE OF PROPERTY TAXES 
FOR VACANCIES IN COMMERCIAL AND 
INDUSTRIAL BUILDINGS 

As started for the 2001 municipal tax year, property tax 
relief is available in the form of rebates provided by 
the local municipalities to the owners of commercial 
and industrial buildings who have extended vacancies 
- for consecutive periods of 90 days or more. This 
rebate program is governed by section 442.5 of The 
Municipal Act (2002) and Ontario Regulation 325/01 
and must satisfy the conditions as is described in 
Category 1 or Category 2 of the application. 

The rebate rate for commercial buildings is 30% of the 
tax attributable to the area(s) and/or suite(s) that is/ 
are vacant being refundable versus a slightly higher 
rate of 35% for industrial buildings. 

The onus is on property owners to file applications 
with their local municipality for a rebate. 

For the 2010 taxation year, the filing deadline is 
February 28,2011.

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Pancakes for Haiti relief becoming annual tradition at Trinity

Trinity Lutheran Church 
has started a new tradition— 
a pancake supper the week 
before Shrove Tuesday. 

Last year, the church 
decided it would raise funds 
for the reconstruction of 
Haiti, following the devasta¬ 
tion of the January, 2010 
earthquake. 

Their pancake supper was 
held a week early to access 
matching funds from CLDA, 
and the fundraiser was such 

make it an annual event, 
says Pastor Larry Ritter. 

Trinity Lutheran has a 
long history of sending relief 
for Haiti, a tiny Caribbean 
nation still facing a long road 
to recovery. 

The church supports the 
Haiti Lutheran Mission 
Society, and two of its mem¬ 
bers, Howard and Wally 


Bogusat, have been instru¬ 
mental in sending relief. 

They were in Port-au- 
Prince last year when the 
earthquake occurred, seeing 
first-hand the devastation it 
caused, and will return 
Monday to help build a new 
church. 

The Lutheran church has 
a pastor and infrastructure 
in place in Haiti to handle 
the distribution of goods and 
funds, bypassing the ineffi¬ 
cient and corrupt govern¬ 
ment, says Pastor Ritter. 

Reconstruction efforts are 
taking place, but rubble still 
litters the country and more 
than one million people 
remain homeless and live in 
tents—despite billions of 
dollars raised by interna¬ 
tional aid agencies, includ¬ 
ing Canadian church groups. 

In fact, aid agencies have 
suggested that the Haitian 
government has removed 
only five per cent of the rub¬ 
ble caused by the quake, and 



Pastor Ritter. 

Since the earthquake, 
Haitians have also had to 
deal with a cholera outbreak, 
in which over 1,000 people 
died. Political unrest has 
once again come to the fore¬ 
front, this time over the dis¬ 
puted post-earthquake pres¬ 
idential contest. 

Last year, the pancake 
supper attracted about 100 
people—more from the 
community than the small 


church congregation—and 
was so successful, with 
about $1,000 raised for Haiti, 
that it will become an annu¬ 
al tradition, says Pastor 
Ritter. 

The Haiti Relief Pancake 
Supper will be held at Trinity 
Lutheran Church on Niagara 
Stone Road Tuesday, March 
1, from 5 to 7 pm. The sup¬ 
per is free, but freewill offer¬ 
ings will gladly be accepted 
for Haiti relief.

Uncertain Outlook for Debt Retirement Charges 

In 1999 the Ontario Government broke up Ontario Hydro into five companies. As part of that process, the government decided that 
the responsibility for the repayment of $20.1 Billion of the debt from the old Ontario Hydro would shift directly to hydro Customers 
(ratepayers). To do this. Debt Retirement Charges were established. Money from this charge goes to The Ontario Electricity Finance 
Corporation (OEFC) to pay down this old debt. 

The key issue regarding this charge is how fast the old Ontario Hydro debt gets paid off. The government issued “Ontario's Long- 
Term Energy Plan" (Nov 23, 2010) reports that since 2003, Ontario has decreased the stranded debt by $5.7 billion. In its 2009 
Annual Report the OEFC reports that the current debt will be re-paid between 2015 and 2018. 

While the outlook of the OEFC would seem to be cause for optimism, we cannot help but wonder how it is that $14.4 billion will be 
paid off in 4 -7 years from now when it took 8 years to pay back only $5.7 billion. Also, recent discussions of this issue in business 
media raise considerable doubt as to the validity of the OEFC projection and suggest that the debt retirement charge will remain for 
a considerably longer period. 


HST on Electricity Bills Here to Stay? 

Prior to July 1, 2010, your hydro bill was subject to the federal GST tax only (5%). No provincial tax was levied. Effective July 1, 
2010, the federal and provincial governments implemented an agreement to combine the PST and GST into one tax, the HST. This 
agreement specified that electricity bills would now be subject to this tax and raised the effective tax rate on your electricity bill to 
13%. The result was an increase in your overall bill of 8%. 

From our perspective, the only issue that could lead to any material change in the tax rate on electricity bills will be the provincial 
election, scheduled for October of this year. Keep in mind however that the move to the HST was a federal/provincial agreement. 
The agreement included a substantial payment from Ottawa to Queen’s Park. We believe that changing that agreement would be 
difficult and consequently, expect the application of the HST to your bill to continue. Then again, strange things can happen in an 
election year.
